CARE  OF  TREES  AND  PLANTS 

After  they  are  received. 

While  we  realize  fully  that  nearly  all  of  the  fruit  growers  of  today  under- 
stand the  setting  and  handling  of  nursery  stock,  still  for  the  benefit  of  the 
few  who  are  not  accustomed  to  transplanting  trees  and  plants,  we  make  the 
following  suggestions: 

Preparation  for  Planting. 

Always  have  the  ground  in  fine  condition  by  deep  plowing  and  thoroughly 
pulverizing.  This  can  be  done  on  ground  only  that  is  well  drained.  A little 
extra  labor  in  getting  the  soil  well  and  deeply  pulverized  will  add  much  to  the 
growth  of  the  trees  the  first  season. 

If  the  trees  are  to  be  set  in  a lawn  or  where  the  ground  cannot  be  plowed, 
then  spade  the  ground  up  well  and  deep,  for  at  least  three  feet  in  diameter  and 
eighteen  inches  deep. 

Care  of  Trees  before  Planting. 

As  soon  as  trees  are  received  from  the  nursery  they  should  be  examined 
and  cared  for  at  once.  Do  not  delay.  If  the  quantity  is  so  large,  or  for  any 
other  reason  they  cannot  be  set  at  once,  they  should  then  be  opened  out  and 
separated,  and  heeled  in  the  ground,  so  that  the  moist  fine  soil  will  come  in 
contact  with  and  thoroughly  cover  all  of  the  roots.  Pack  the  soil  about  them 
so  as  to  exclude  all  air  from  the  roots.  It  is  better  to  heel  them  in  on  or 
near  the  ground  where  they  are  to  be  set,  so  that  a few  only  can  be  taken  out 
at  a time  and  set  without  being  long  exposed  to  the  air. 
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Dig  the  holes  large  enough  to  admit  all  of  the 
Directions  for  Planting,  roots  in  their  natural  position,  without  bending 

or  cramping  them.  Do  not  dig  the  holes  till  you  are  about  ready  to  set  the  trees, 
as  the  soil  soon  dries  out  and  is  not  as  fresh  as  if  just  dug  out.  If  dug  larger  and 
deeper  than  the  size  of  the  tree  requires,  and  then  partly  filled  again  with  good 
soil  from  the  top  of  the  ground,  it  will  be  all  the  better  for  the  extra  labor. 

Before  setting  the  tree  cut  off  all  broken  or  bruised  roots  with-  a sharp  knife, 
and  all  roots  that  have  been  cut  with  the  spade  in  digging  should  be  cut  again, 
sloping  from  the  under  side.  If  this  cut  is  made  smooth  with  a sharp  knife  it  is 
much  better  than  if  done  poorly  or  left  without  smoothing  at  all.  A smooth  fresh-cut 
root,  set  in  moist,  fine  soil,  commences  to  heal  over  and  throws  out  fine  fibrous  roots 
at  once,  which  act  as  feeders  for  the  tree,  while  if  the  roots  are  left  in  a broken, 
bruised  or  mangled  condition,  they  remain  dormant  and  in  about  the  same  condition 
during  the  season,  making  but  very  little  if  any  growth. 

Now  let  some  one  hold  the  tree  in  position  while  you  fill  the  hole  with  fine 
moist,  rich  soil.  Care  should  be  taken  to  keep  each  and  every  root  in  its  natural 
position,  filling  under  the  roots  with  the  hands,  and  when  well  filled  press  all  down 
firm  with  the  foot.  Set  the  tree  the  same  depth  that  it  grew  in  the  nursery,  or  but 
very  little  deeper.  After  the  earth  has  been  well  pressed  down  with  the  feet  throw  a 
little  fine  loose  soil  on  top,  and  leave  without  packing,  as  it  will  help  to  hold  the 
moisture  better  than  if  the  top  is  left  hard. 


Q ff*  Th  • To  those  n°t  accustomed  to  transplanting  Cherries,  a few 

e CrrieS.  hints  a]ong  that  line  may  be  of  benefit.  Cherries  are  the 

most  difficult  Fruit  Tree  to  transplant  that  we  have,  and  for  that  reason  we  give 
them  the  greatest  care  in  Growing,  Handling  and  Packing,  so  you  can  depend  on 
getting  them  in  the  best  condition  possible.  As  soon  as  the  Cherry  Tree  is  well  set, 
cut  off  all  branches  to  within  about  two  inches  of  the  body,  or  in  other  words,  leave 
as  much  root  and  as  little  top  as  you  can.  This  same  rule  applied  to  Peaches  will  give 
good  results. 

I|m  I , . No  person  who  sets  a tree  can  afford  to  leave  it  without  mulching, 
either  with  coarse  or  fine  barnyard  manure,  sawdust,  grass,  weeds, 
straw  or  something  to  help  shade  the  ground.  Barnyard  manure  is  much  the  best. 
Cover  the  ground  around  the  tree.  It  will  not  only  help  to  shade  the  ground  and 
keep  it  from  drying  up,  but  will  enrich  the  soil  and  add  much  to  the  growth  of  the 
tree.

* Aphis  that  cover  the  new  growth  of  apples,  pears,  plums  and  roses  and 
suck  the  sap  until  the  leaf  dies  and  the  tree  has  the  appearance  of  having  blighted. 
These  Aphis  are  green  on  apples,  pears  and  plums,  and  black  on  cherries.  The  green 
Aphis  are  especially  fond  of  rose  bushes.  If  taken  in  time  they  are  easily  killed 
by  spraying  with  Extract  of  Tobacco,  Whale  Oil  Soap  and  Water  in  the  following 
proportions: 

One  fluid  ounce  of  * 1 Black  Leaf  40”  (which  is  a concentrated  solution  of 
Nicotine-Sulphate),  two  ounces  of  whale  oil  soap  (or  any  good  laundry  soap  will 
answer),  and  seven  gallons  of  water.  Mix  thoroughly  and  spray  thoroughly.  If  you 
have  no  Sprayer,  you  can  dip  the  twigs  and  limbs  that  are  covered  with  Aphis  in  the 
solution.  It  does  not  injure  the  foliage,  but  kills  every  Aphis  that  gets  wet  with  it.

SAN  JOSE  SCALE. 

I often  receive  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  San  Jose  Scale. 
I know  of  no  better  method  for  the  Fruit  Grower  than  spraying  with  Scaleside,  or 
Lime  Sulphur  solution.  Either  of  these  if  properly  prepared  will  kill  all  of  the 
Scale  that  are  wet  with  the  solution. 

I would  advise  spraying  all  fruit  trees  early  in  the  Spring  before  the  trees  have 
leafed  out,  and  again  in  the  fall  after  the  leaves  have  fallen. 

It  is  a very  good  plan  to  spray  once  each  year  with  Scaleside,  and  once  with 
Lime  Sulphur.  By  so  doing  you  will  have  the  Scale  under  your  control. 

Before  spraying  trees,  shrubs,  plants  or  vines  infested  with  this  insect,  all  useless 
wood  should  be  removed,  and  the  bodies  and  large  limbs  should  be  scraped,  so  as  to 
remove  all  loose  bark.  It  is  essential  that  the  treatment  be  thorough  and  that  every 
part  be  covered  with  the  spray.

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Rule. — Multiply  the  distance  in  feet  between  the  rows  by  the  distance  the  plants 
are  apart  in  the  rows  and  the  product  will  be  the  number  of  square  feet  for  each  plant 
or  hill;  which,  divided  into  the  number  of  feet  in  an  acre  (43,560),  will  give  the  num- 
ber of  trees  to  the  acre.
